O'BRIEN TOO MUCH FOR KELLY. 


Jack O'Brien defeated Hugo Kelly in the windup at 
the National A. C., Philadelphia, Sept. 14. It was a 
comparatively easy task as Kelly was never anything 
but a punching bag for O'Brien after the second round, 
When the men shook hands there seemed to Le very 
little diflerence in the height of the two, but O'Brien 
looked to be considerably heavier than the Chicago lad, 
Kelly is a cleanly-built fellow, quick and clever, but he 
does not seem to be particularly strong. In leading he 
was not as good as O' Brien, and few of his leads reached 
Jack. Incountering Kelly was a trifle better and he 
got in several hard blows, catching O'Brien as he was 
coming towards him, but none of them did any serious 
damage. Both men were quick on their feet and the 
bout was a good one, being free from any rough or 
brutal work. 

O'Brien began with his usual jabbing In the first 
round, and he kept it up till the bell rang. Kelly got 
in one good facer and a couple of hard right-hand body 
blows, In the second Kelly did a little better, and he 
seemed to be getting a line on the Philadelphia boxer. 
One of his left-hand punches went straight to O'Brien's 
face, clean and hard, Near the end of the round 
O’Brien rushed Kelly and forced bim all around the 
ring, the round ending with a hot rally in Kelly's 
corner, in which Jack bad forcedhim, and from which 
Kelly was unable to escape. The third was the decid- 
ing round. O’Brien opened it by rushing at Kelly and 
jabbing him twice in the face. Kelly got in one hard 
punch, but he could not keep Jack from coming. A 
smash on the Jaw staggered Kelly, and then Jack went 
at bim fast and furious. He chased Kelly from one 
side of the ring to the other, landing left and right, but 
he could not get to the right spot. Kelly fought gamely 
and tried to give as much as he got, but none of his 
blows was of sufficient force. At the end of the round 
Kelly went to bis corner with a big mouse on his left 
eye and it was almost closed as be got up for the fourth 
round 

The fourth was all O'Brien's and at the end of the 
three minutes Kelly's other eye was in bad shape, 
Just a little before the bell rang Kelly landed a right on 
O'Brien's body, but Jack only laughed and kept up his 
jabbing tactics. Kelly was weak in the fifth and 
O’Brien was tired from his own exertions, He landed 
a number of times on Kelly's face and body, starting 
the blood trom the Chicago boxer's nose. 

Kelly was forced to hold on all through the sixth 
round O'Brien hit him pretty much as he pleased, 
but was either not inclined to knock him out or too 
tired to do 80, Most of his blows were light and too 
quick to do any damage and several of them seemed to 
be mere slaps,

TERRY’S BROTHER WON. 


Hughey McGovern, who recently met Bantam 
Champion Frankie Neil in a sensational battle, bad a 
fifteen-round argument with Kid Beebe, of Phila- 
deiphia, before the Eureka A, C., at Baltimore, Md., on 
Sept. 13, which was full of ginger from the tap of the 
gong and was won by the Brooklyuite. 

McGovern forced the fighting from the start. At the 
call of time he was on his feet like lightning, and kept 
his antagonist on the defensive. Beebe’s tactics were 
to save his head and face, and he continually defended 
himself by shielding himself with his arms and hands, 
McGovern repeatedly landed on the top of Beebe’s 
head and hammered his ribs, but bis blows seemed to 
lack steam, and Beebe stood the punching-well. Mc- 
Govern was plainly the better fighter, and half a dozen 
times he forced the Philadelphia man to the ropes 
The referee was kept busy forcing the men to break 
away, and McGovern almost invariably landed a blow 
on Beebe’s face in the breakaway. From start to finish 
| neither man was knocked down. 

When the gong sounded for the first round, McGov- 
ern pitched in like an angry catand had Beebe duck- 
ing and protecting his face. He landed on Beebe's Jaw 
several times and followed this with lefts and rights In 
the ribs. At the end of the round Beebe seemed 
| winded, 

In the second round McGovern’s right landed on the 
jaw, and then be hammered Beebe in the ribs, the 
Philadelphia boy replying in kind. McGovern came 
back with a right swing in the ribs, and Beebe went to 
his knees for the only time in the fight. 

In the third round Beebe was forced against the 
ropes, but saved himself. McGovern ineffectually felt 
for his wind. 

Inthe next four rounds the same tactics were re- 
peated, and Beebe seemed to rally somewhat after he 
had sized up his man. 

In the fifth round the fighting was hammer-and- 
tongs, but it made little impression on either man. At 
the end of the sixth round Beebe was knocked aguinst 
the ropes and was weak, but the gong saved him. 

At the end of the ninth round both men were laugb- 
ing, but both were winded, and their blows lacked 
steam. McGovern landed ten blows to one from 
Beebe, first on the Jaw and then on the ribs. 

The Philadelphia boy showed that he was losing his 
strength, and from then until the end it was a matter 
of holding out and saving himself from a knockout.

“A business man of Paris was tipped off on a good 
thing. He was prevented from going to the track to 
play it by a business engagement. So he hunted upa 
friend who was going to the races on the day the good 
thing was to be pulled off. He gave this friend 500 
francs and told him to put the money on the good 
thing straight. 

“The friend took the 500 francs and promised to wet 
the betdown. On his way to the track, however, he 
was summoned back to the city on pressing business, 
So he, in turn, handed the 500 francs over to a friend of 
his, with strict instructions to get it down straight on 
he good thing. 

“The third party didn’t get the bet down, or said that 
he didn’t. The borse won the race at odds of 12 to 1. ° 

“When the man who had sent the 500 francs out to 
the track was told this, he promptly entered suit for 
6,000 francs against the man to whom he had given the 
money to be wagered—6,000 francs being the amount 
he would have won had the transaction been carried 
through. The suit was tried, and the court allowed 
the plaintiff the 6,000 francs, 

“Now the defendant in that suit 
fellow to whom he transferred the 500 francs for the 
6,000 francs, and this suit 
with all the chances, according to the 
French system of jurisprudence, in favor of bis getting 
it. Thus the loss will be up to the man who actually 
failed to get the money down on the bookmaker’s 
sheet. 

“If they had laws like thatin this country any time 
during the last quarter of a century, and I had been 
born with a disposition to squeal, I hate to think of 
how much unbet money I'd have been able to collect 
from fellows who, through no fault of their own, fell

Rose himself is authority for the de- 
nial, and he hastened to correct any erroneous impres- 
sion regarding his pugilistic ambitions as soon as he 
learned to what extent the rumor bad become circulat- 
el. His denial came in the form of a telegram, dated 
Ann Arbor, Mich., and read as follows: 

“I have never made any statement to any one that I 
would fight Jeffries, and [ have never bad any desire 
to enter the prize ring. Such a thought bas never 
entered my head, Tam not going to give up amateur 
athleti-s for the professional side in any branch, All 
statements tat I have a desire to tight Jeffries or any 
other man are fakes absolutely. I am sorry that I 
have been put in such a fulse light before the public. 
This is the second time a’fake has appeared concerning 
myself in athletics, What the animus is, I cannot see, 
but it

and myself used to play poker three or four timesa 
week, all winter, and there would always be one, and 
usually two, more to join in the game. 

“It was a pretty stiff game, too. We played table 
stakes, and always began with a hundred dollars’ 





worth of chips in front of each man. 

“There was one man who used to sit in with us | 
occasionally that must have cleared up several thousand 
dollars at that particular table in the course of the winter. 
That was big Sam Garvey, who ran the house where 
we played. It was a gambling house, pure and simple. 

“Garvey did not play at the poker table often, but 
when he did he was almost invariably a winner. It 
piqued me considerably at the time, for I would not 
admit to myself that he was any better player than the 
rest of us, and he had the reputation some professional 
gamblers enjoy, of being absolutely square. 

“Asa matter of course, what he won had to be lost 
by somebody else. There was one man who lost 80 
persistently, And so heavily, that I found myself won- 
dering whether he was not likely to be crippled if he 
kept on. 

“This was a young man named Tibbets, who had 
opened up a ceneral store in the village when it was only 
asmall place, and who was, at the time I went there, the 
leading merchant in town. He was extremely popular, 
and had come within a few votes of being elected

Garvey himself got caught two or three 
times with good hands that were over-topped, so that 
he had bought twice; and as the rest of us had all done 
the same there was nearly two thousand on the table 
when Tibbets came in. 

“Fle seemed to be in no hurry about joining in the 
game, but stood for quite a long time looking on, and 
indeed there was enough going on to interest an out- 
sider, even if be hadn’t been much of a player himself.

“Well,a game in which there is from $15 up to a 
hundred or more In the pot before the draw is sufficient 
to interest anybody, eo Tibbets stood looking on, tiil 
the mayor said, chaffingly: 

* *Too stiff a game for you, to-night, hey ?’ 

“Tiis tone was perfectly good-natured, and as be- 
tween friends, the words might have passed for a bit 
of harmless joshing; but every man at the table knew 
the relations between the two, and realized that there 
was a sting inthe taunt, though no opening was pre- 
sented for any bitter retort. I, for one, however, 
would have been pleased to see Tibbets ignore the slur 
and remain out of the game.

“This was not, of itself, remarkable, but Tibbets was 
beaten on good cards and the betting was high. He 
had pulled ahead two or three hundred before that, but 
he was down to a hundred when he caught three aces 
on the chief's deal, and came in without raising. as be 
sat next to the alderman, who had the age.

He 
pretended to hesitate, but he did not overdo it, so that 
it really looked as if he might be playing two pairs, as I 
had suspected at first. 

“Tibbets knew well enough that if he bet a white 
chip he would be raised for the size of his pile, and he’d 
have to call, 80 he did the wise thing, and shoved his 
money all In. He hadn't bettered, though, and the

Jim Jeffries evidently believes he has 
nothing to fear from the * possibilities’ now on the 
pugilistic horizon who are announced as aspirants for 
his championship title. Safe in his possession and 
assured of retaining his title until he retires from active 
work in the ring, Jeff laughs at the claims of his so 
called rivals, and sizes up their capabilities in the fol 
fowing caustic language: 

“There have been 80 many challenges hurled at me 
lately,’’ says Jeffries, ‘that it would seem that I ought 
to be able to get busy pretty soon, tut I do not feel very 
hopeful. Any number of people are ready to challenge, 
but when the time comes to make good they sidestep, 
All any man that wants a fight with me need do 18 to 
show that there will be money in the contest and that 
he is capable of putting up a real fight. I do not want 
to meet another Jack Munroe, nor will I do so. A 
fight with a man of Munroe’s calibre hurts the game. 
Whenever a dub like the miner is touted as a world 
beater and then makes a sorry showing pugilism loses 
bundreds of friends Another fight like that would 
put me on the blink as a drawing card, 

“In the last few weeks every man in the fighting 
game that weighs anywhere near the 200-pound mar < 
has had a desire to challenge me. Not only have fight- 
ers come after me, but even amateur athletes have 
come to the front and promised to kill me with a blow. 
All this talk makes me long for a quiet nook where I 
can enjoy life till a real fighter comes along able and 
willing to give me a good fight. When that man shows 
up I'll crawl through the ropes and do the best I can to 
defend the championship. 

“As matters now stand Ido not see that there isa 
man in the fighting business who has a right to meet 
me. Of course, there are several who would take a 
licking for the small end of the big purse, but that’s

not the sort of scrapper I want to cross arms with. 
However, let any of the men who are crying for fight 
prove to the satisfaction of the sporting press of the 
covotry that they shoula be given a chance and they 
are as good as signed. 


“Now to get down to business. This is the way I 


look on the challenges that have come my way. I will 
take each man by himself, 

‘Ralph Rose is a big kid. I thought at first that he 
was on the level and that he might really be made good 
enough to meet me. He was as bold asa lion when he 
first shouted that he was strong enough to break my 








neck with on punch. Healso had me faded in eeveral 
other matters, notably speed and youth. Assoon as I 
let it be known that I would be glad to do business with 
him he reniged and I guess he is crawling yet. I hear 
he bas a greater reputation for shooting off hjs mouth 
than anything else and that that habit has made him 
very unpopular at the University of Michigan. I have 
been told that he is not game, and that lets him out as 
a fighter. No chicken-hearted man ever won a fight. 

“Tom Jenkins’ proposition for a rough-and-tumble 
fight looks good tome. If he can prove that people 
will pay to see us mix things on an everything-goes 
basis, and can find a place where the fight can be 
pulled off, I willtake him on. AsT figure it, he would 
not last very long. He hopes to get in and make a 
wrestling match of the bout, but I think I’d catch him 
coming, and if I did he would lose a lot of strength 
after my wallop landed.

He's a good 
man, but not as good as Fitzand Sharkey. He is an 
in-and-outer, and has some queer fights in his record. 
But the only thing that makes a fight with him impos- 
sible is that he is a negro. 


“Bob Fitzsimmons has been talking lately about | 


being ready to do business with me soon. That’sa 
joke. He knows he don’t want any more of my game, 
He is talking for advertising purposes, and every talk 
brings results at the box office of his show. 

“I think I have very fairly sized up the men who 
want to fight me. 
others would take to the tall and lofty if they saw a set 
of articles within a mile of them. If any of ’em can be 
made fit opponents for me, and the public demands 
that I fight them, Iam ready. I am anxious to work 
at my trade—fighting—but there is nothing doing.”

willing, quick, responsive, obedient servant of the 
mind, a wild spirit of athletic gambling has taken pos- 
session of almost the entire student body in many of 
our higher institutions of learning, and the moral 
effecta are now discussed by all thoughtful men. To 
have a football team that can maim and kill other 
young men is in many quarters regarded as the highest 
achievement of young American manhood. 

The pretext upon which this species of fighting seeks 
to Justify itself is that it cultivates alertness, bravery, 
forbearance, fortitude and courage. No one who 
knows American character believes such a doctrine. 
How afew trained athletes out of some bundred or 
thousands in a great university can give tone to all 
the hangerson who attend these “slaughter pens,” 
is a species of sophistry too far fetched to deceive the 
people a great while. In reply tothe argument that it 
cultivates bravery in a nation never effeminate, the 
assumption needs only to be mentioned to refute itself 
without an appeal to our past history. The brave men 
to-day, the very bravest, are not on football teams. 
Brutality is not true bravery, never was and never will 
be. True heroism is made of otber stuff. 

What is the moral effect of football on the public | 
mind, particularly on the younger, persons of both 
sexes, as the game is played? Is it nut to brutalize and 
demoralize the conscience, and to render it callous to 
all those finer instincts and tender sensibilities which 
ennoble and dignify human-nature? The clearer and 
cooler thinkers among the college and university 
authorities, while recognizing the brutality of this 
species of gladiatorial combat, have in deference to a 
popular craze stood with their hands folded and per- 
mitted the holocaust to go on with a death rate of 
twenty to fifty young men each year, and one hundred 
and two hundred crippled or disabled for life, many of 
these victims, as the public press informs us, lingering 
a year or two and then dying—victims of a college 
university murder.
